40'. p. m. being about the 
Middle of the Parade in St. Fames’s Park, I fawa Light arife from 
behind the Trees and Houfes in the’ S by W. Point, which I took 
at fiit for a large Sky-Rocket ; but when it had nfen to the Height 
of acou: 29 Degrees, it took a Motion nearly parallel to the Hori- 
zen, but waved in this manner,

and went on to the N. i E. Point over the Houfes. Te feemed 
to be fò very near, that thought it paffed over Queen's Square, 
tw Iland inthe Park, croG the Canal, and I fof a of iz over 
tie Haymarket. Its Motion was fo very flow, that I bad it above 
halfa Minute in View ; and therefore had Time enouzh to conzemplaze 
its Appearance fully, which was what is feen in the annexed Figure, 


4 feemed to be a light Flame, turning backwards from the Refift- 
ance the Air. made to it, BBa brigat Fire like burning Charcoal, 
inclofed as it were in an open Cafe, of which the Frame CCC was 
Quite opaque, like Bands of Iron. At D if_ued forth a Train or 
Tail of light Flame, more bright at D, and growing gradually 
fainter at E, f> as to be tranfparent more than half is Length. 
The Head feemed about half a Dezree in Di-mzter, the Tail near 3 


Degrees in Length, and about one Eighth of a Degree in sae lant
